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Episcopalian Haughtiness Exemplified— 
The Long Island Cathedral—The 
Broadway Arcade. 


Special Telegraphic Letter to Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, March &—We have had a remark- 
able instance of Episcopalian haughtiness on the 
other side of the big bridge. When the late 
A. T. Stewart set‘about building up bis immense 
suburban property at Garden City, he conceived 
the idea of attracting people to the place by an 
advertisement which, for bold magnificence, 
throws Barnum’s greatest efforts into the shade. 
This was no less than the building of a grand 
cathedral in the center of his property, with the 
adjuncts of an Episcopal residence and a great 
classical school, modeled after the famous English 
public school at Eton. The cost of carrying 
out this project has been nearly 


$3,000,000. The school was opened a year ago 
and the Cathedral has récently been finisheu aud 
was to have been opened with elaborate cere- 
monies last Sunday. But the consecration has 
been indefinitely postponed. At the last moment 
when an organist ang choir had been engaged an 
other preparations were under way, Bishop 
Littlejoun of the Long Island diocese announced 
that the consecration would not take place, - For 
ayear past the Bishop bas been living at the 
princely Episcopal palace built for him by Mrs. 

tewart, and he is now entertaining there the 
venerable Bishop Potter of New York, 

THIS ANNOUNCEMENT 
naturally caused much surprise, particularly as 
the. structure is complete in every part, 
and everything was im_ readiness for 
its tiansfer to the Bishop without 
a penny of debt on it. When the offer of the 
merchant prince to build a cathedral at Garden 
City on condition of that place being made the 
diocese seat was accepted, some ten rs ago, 
the taste and wisdom of the action was widely 
commented on. There were maby among both 
clergy and laity in Brooklyn who thought that, if 
a cathedral wasto be built on Long Island, it 
Should be built iu Brooklyn, Bear the center of 
population, and that there was wealth enough 
among the great body of influential Episcopalian; 
in that city to build a cathedral which need not 
be the advertising scheme or the man- 
soleum of even so  oprincely a dry 
goods mercbant as A. T, Stewart. Tie 
bishop and his friends, however, disregarded this 
criticism, and the offer of the merehant prince 
Was accepted with much adulation of lis disin- 
terested (?) generosity. For nearly twenty years 
the Episcopalians have cherished the desire to 
rear a Cathedral in this city worthy of the wealth, 
power and magnificence of the church here. But 
the project is still languishing. Religion seeins 
to have gone out of fashion among our rich _peo- 
ple. The cathedral project in twenty years bas 
not received sufficient support to put if upon 
even ‘a tangible foundation. In less than the 
Same number of months our millionaires sub- 
scribed to build the kew Opera housean amount 
Which would have realized the wiidest dreams 
of the iriefds of tne cathedral project. 
THERE 18 AN INTKNSE 
rivalry between tbe Episcopalians of New York 
and those of Brooklyn, and the oppertunity to 
outshine their brethren of the metropolis by first 
obiaining a cathedral Was not to be resisted. Fa- 
ceiious peopie have been altributing the delay in 
opening the cathedral lo sole qualms of tue 
Episcopal conscience, but they are very far from 
right. Of course the matter has been a fruitful 
topic among the church gossips. An aequaiutauce 
of this class made it his business to cali on the 
bishopand plumply ask him the reason of tue 
| pustponement, ‘Liat digniters very frankly toid 
Thy frieia, as he forms ~ me, that he 
had deeided not fo open the cathedrai 
until Mrs. Stewart should endow it sufficiently to 
prevent its ever involving the diocese in any ex- 
peuse Whatever. This ultimalum was seut to 
Mrs. Stewart, who Was so completely astouisned 
by the exacting aemand of the Bishoptiat she 
bardly Knew what todo. She went ior counsel to 
Judge Hilton, who seems to have even more in- 
fluence with the widow than he had with ber 
husband. The astute lawyer advised her to re- 
sist the demand,and negotiations have been going 
on with a viewto acompromise. Butthe Long 
Island Bishop proves himselias sbrewd as the 
late lamented North of Ireland shop-Keeper, and, 
knowing that he holds a wiuning hand, insists 
on his demand. To use @ vulgar 
but apposite phrase, Mrs. Stewart 
must “put up’ on the Cathedral remains or 
“snut up.” Thisreminds me of an appeal sent 
out to the Broadway property owners by 
THE BROADWAY ARCADE RAILWAY CO. 
After pointing Out the manifold advantages to 
ensue from doubling the capaciiy ot Broadway by 
excavating an underground street to be lit by 
electric light and ventilated by occasional open- 
ings and in which the company proposes to build 
a four track railway from one end of the island 
tothe other, signatures are asked for the pass- 
aye of ab act sanctioning the operations of the 
company. Recoguizing, however, the truth of 
the axiom that the fear of punishment is 
more effectual than the hope of 
reward, the circular paints a terrible picture of 
the unmitigated evils attending the building of a 
tunnel under Broadway and concludes with the 
bulidozing insinuaton that the company in ques- 
tion holds a charter to build a tunnel road, and 
unless it is allowed to make an “arcade,” i will

I LEARN from a Mougollan acquaintance of 
mine that the war against the opium joints has 
frightened the almond-eyed habitues of the places 
away from such as otherwise might have at- 
tempted to open surreptitiously; but that the 
evil is lessened very slightly, asthey buy the 
narcotic at the drug stores and smoke at home to 
just as greatan extent. Whetherthe activity of 
the police has the same effect on white opium- 
smokers it would be difficult to say, but the 
Chinese are more experienced in the business, 
and know how to manage it better. 


FRom the same source I learn that there are 
about two hundred Ohinese in St. Louis, scarcely 
one of whom is engaged in household work, but 
all are employed either in the tea stores or 
laundries. He explained this clearly enough 
when he said that in the laundries they make $10 
a week and board, while in the houses they make 
only*$3 or $4. They are worked like slaves by pro- 
prietors, however, the amount of sleep allowed 
most of them yarying according to business from 
one or two to six hours, and sometimes none at 
all. When the whole city has long been wrapped 
in the stillness and darkness of sleep and night, 
lights and toiling figures may be seen in tne 
Chinese laundries. It is a feverish wish for 
money with them from the time they reach the 
Golden Gate until their faces are turned again 
toward the Celestial land, where the prospect of 
wives and homes beckons them. My friend says 
most of them would gladly marry “Melican” 
giris, as they are rapturotis admirers of Ameri- 
can types of beauty, but they meet with little en- 
couragement, and have to go Dack home to marry 
and settle, as few Chinese women will consent to 
leave Ubina, 


THERE are three Chinese tea stores in town, 
and they are the only public resorts of the China- 
men. On Sunday afternoons every Mongolian 
seeks his favorite store, and from dinner until 
after tea, which is generally taken there at the 
invitation of the proprieter, the combined sounds 
in the stores is something like the gurgle of liquor 
at a hoodlum picnic. All the gossip of Chinatown 
is thoroughly discussed. 


I DON’T know what objection there is to clean- 
ing marble statues, but if there is none fatal, a 
point might be strained by the Mercantile Library 
people to put the statues in the rooms in better 
condition.

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THE WEEK ABROAD, 


SoME valuable remains of aneient civilization 
in Mexico have been discovered in Sonora, about 
sixty miles southeast of the town of Madeleine. 
The discovery consists of a pyramid in the heart 
of aforest. The pyramid is 4,350 feet around the 
base and 750 feet high—about twice the size of 
the pyramid of Cheops. From the bottom to the 
top there is a spiral roadway, on which vehicles 
can travel. The walls ge some me 
dressed, and carefully set. Near the 
ahillock, in which there are cut tlandreds of 
chambers from five to filteen feet square. The 
only openings in them are on the roof. The walls 
are covered with hieroglyphics and pictures. 
Stone implements and utensils were also found in 
the chambers. It has not been determined who 
the builders of these monuments were, but El 
Liberal thinks they belonged to the Mayos, who 
once inhabited Sonora, and were different from 
the Indians, having fair complexions, blonde hair 
and blue eyes. 


THE use of the telephone is becoming of great 
extent on the continent. The bourses of most of 
the great cities are being connected by telephonic 
communication. Berlin and Magdepurg are in 
connection, and Leipsic and Hamburg. wil) soon 
be joined in the circuit. Nearly all of the large 
towns in Belgium arein communication with 
each other, and in other continental countries the 
progress is just as rapid. It is onlyin England 
that the telepnone is considered a luxury now, 


ARTIFICIAL flower making is a very extensive 
incustry in France, as itis stated that no tess 
than 30,000 women are engaged in the occupation. 
Each part of a flower is made by an artist whose 
specialty is that particular article; and the work 
of French artists is generally considered superior 
to that of any other. Just at present the flower 
makers are said to be in distress, as artificial 
flowersare somewhat out of fashion, and the 
competition of Germany, Envgland, Switzerland 
and America is becoming very strong. A French- 
man makes the queer assertion that when French 
flower artists leave France to pursue their calling 
they lose a large part of their skill, ingenuity and 
taste. 


AN annual test of skill in manipniating tele- 
graphic instruments has been instituted by the 
London Telegraphist for the purpose of encour- 
aging operators, and the result of the 
first contest, which took place re- 
cently,is interesting as showing the maxi- 
mum speed attainable in the transmission of mes- 
sages. ‘The Morse key was used, and some of the 
best operators in London tried their skill. Both 
speed and correctness were considered by the 
juages, and it was demonstrated by the result 
that the ouickest work compatible with good 
seuding was thirty-five words per minute. 


Some important results have already been 
reached by the Scientific Commission sent out to 
Egypt and India by the German Imperial Board 
of Health to inquire into the origin and cure of 
cholera. Dr. Kovh, chief of tae commission, 
writes from Caleutta that an examination of the 
corpses of persons dying from cholera shows the 
presence in the intestines of the same bocilli dis- 
covered in Ezypt. That these bocilli are peculiar 
to cholera cases is demonstrated by the fact that 
in the intestines of persons dying from other dis- 
eases these bocilli are not found. Itis also stat- 
ed that an investication of water ina tank near 
the affected quarter of the town disclosed similar 
bocilli. The continuation of the work of the 
commission promises developments of a still 
more interesting character. 


THE Common Council of Brussele has hit upon 
an original plan of iustilling into the citizens the 
history of the place and the biographies of her 
heroes. The idea is to place at the corners of the 
thoroaghrares plaques having on them pictures of 
the men or events they are named after and also 
the dates of the births and deaths of the celebri- 
ties, or summaries of the events, The Brux- 
eilois, however, are objecting to their cost, the 
first two amounting to about $300 and $400, and 
as there are 499 in all, the total cost will consider. 
ably exceed $100,000. 


THE Government cigar factory at Seville, 
Spain, is described by a correspondent as a buila- 
ing 700 feet tongand about as wide, and extreme- 
ly dirty. There were 350 young girls in the vesti- 
bule and an adjoining room making cigarettes, 
and en one floor ina single apartment 3,000 wom- 
en, many of them with young babies, were 
packed, like sardines in a box, making cigars, 
while dogs were lying around on the tobacco 
stems. Altogether there are 5,000 persons em- 
ployed at 50 cents for twelve hours work, and the 
factory consumes 10,000 pounds of tobacco a day. 
The flooring in some places is so bad that one has 
to waik cautiously to keep from slipping 
through. 


A PLAN of forming people’s banks or registered 
credit associations in Germany bas been carried 
to success, and they are said to have aecom- 
plished admirable results. The objects of them 
are to give advances and credit; to open stores; 
to manufacture and sell commodities; to produce 
wholesale and sell retail; to build dwellings for 
their members and to cultivate land. An original 
capital is first formed, and the share of members, 
although their property, cannot -be withdrawn 
during membership, and each member is respon- 
sible for the debts and obligations contracted by 
the association. The credit of the association is 
so high that they Can command more money than 
they can use. Nota single failure was reported 
during the whole year. Men who could not bor- 
row capital themselves, by thus banding together 
and standing responsible for each other, are en- 
abled to obtain any reasonable amount at ex- 
tremely low rates of interest,

NEW YORK GOSSIP. 


Telegraphic Letter to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, March 8 -—Mr. Levi P. Morton, our 
Minister to France, seems to’ be having a pretty 
lively sort of time of it in Paris. What with re- 
ceptions, fetes, dinners and the like, the “Hon. 
Levi P. Morton is keeping up the style of his 
country right merrily. . Morton lives up near the 
Arc de Triomphe in a white marble mansion with 
abigcourt-yard in the center. You can drive 
rigit into this court-yard, and, as the carriage of 
the Mortons is usually kept standing there, 
the effect of the whole layout is rather 
imposing. This is certainly an improvement upon 
past American ministerial residences in Paris. 
For years the United States Minister kept shavby 
official apartments on the second floor over a 
laundry and grocery store.

The Queen seems to have kept a very ac- 
curate diary of her journeyings in the High- 
lands. She sketched a great deal as she went 
along, but there is no evidence of her art in 
the pages of her book, so far as we are able 
to judge. This last literary effort of the 
Queen Las been tolerably well-culled by the 
press, but the book contains many beautiful 
passages not yet reproduced, which testify 
to her Majesty’s simplicity, to her love of 
Nature, her deep religious feeiing, her ten- 
der afection for John Brown and her grati- 
tudeto her loyal Highlanders.

HALLOWE’EN IN THE HIGHLANDS. 

Of Halloween and its ceiebration in the 
Highlands Mer Majesty says: 

“While we were at Mrs. Grant’s we saw 
the commencement of the keeping of Hal- 
lowe’en. Ail the children came out with 


burning torches, shouting and jumping. The 
Piotestants generally keep 


! Hallowe’en on 
the old day, November 12, and the Catholics 
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on this day: but hearing I had wished to see 


it two years ago, they all decided to keep it 
to-day. 
the gillies coming along with burning torches 
and torches and bonfires appeared also onthe 
opposite side of the water. 


When we drove home we saw al! 


We went up- 
stairs to look at it from the windows, from 
whence it had a very pretty effect. 

“On the same day in the foilowing year, 
viz., Thursday, October 31, 1867, we had an 
opportunity of again seeing the celebration 
of Hailowe’en, and even of taking part in it. 
We had been out driving, but we hurried 
back in time fur the celebration. Close to 
Donald Siewart's house we were met by two 
giliies bearing torches. Louise got out and 
took one, walking by the side of the carriage, 
and jooking iike one of the witches in *Mac- 
beth.” As we approached Balmoral, the 
Wives and children, the 
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gillies and other pecple metus, all with 
torches; Brown also carrying one. We got 
out at the Louse, where Leopold joined us, 
andatorch was givento him. We walked 
round the whole house, preceded by Ross 
playing the pipes, gving down the steps of 
the terrace. Louise and Leopold went first, 
then came Janie Ely andI, followed by 
every one carrying torches, which had a very 
pretty effect. After this n bonfire was made 
of all the torches, close tothe house, and 
they danced reels whilst Ross played the 
pipes.”’ 
A DECIDED DISCOMFITURE. 

While making a little excursion from Bal- 
moral to Glenfiddich in September, 1867, the 
wagon conveying the luggcage broke down 
and the Queen, in great distress, made the 
following entry in her diary: 

*T sat up writing and waiting for this lug- 
gage. A man was sent out on a pony with a 
lantern in search of it, and I remained writ- 
ing till 12:15, when, feeling very tired, I lay 
down on a sofa, and Brown (who was inde- 
fatigable) went out to look for it. At 1, 
he came back, saying nothing was to be seen 
or heard of this luckless luggage, and urged 
my going to bed. My maids had unfortu- 
nately not thought of bringing anything 
with them, and I disliked the idea of going to 
bed without any of the necessary toilette. 
However, some arrangements were made 
which were very uncomfortable; and after 2 
I got to bed, but had very little sleep at first; 
finally fatigue got the better of discomfort, 
and after 3 I fell asleep.”’ 

THE ROYAL CONSORT’S STATUE. 

Of the unveiling of the Prince’s statue at 
Balmoral on October 15, 1867, the Queen 
writes: 

“Our blessed engagement day! A dear and 
sacred day—already twenty-eight years ago. 
j A wet morning—most 
annoying and provoking! At 11:15 in this 
distressing rain, Which twice had given 
hopes of ceasing, I, with all the family and 
Janie Ely, drove to the spot, just above Mid- 
dleton’s’*Lodge, where were assembied all 
the servants and tenants, and the detach- 
ment of the Ninety-third Highlanders 
drawn up opposite, just behind the statue. I 
and the children stood just in trontof the 
statue. which was covered. A verse of the 
One Hundredth Psaim was sung and Mr. 
‘Taylor then stepped forward and olfered up 
a beautiful prayer (in pelting rain at that 


Ymoment), after which the urder was given to 


uneover the statue, but (as happened at 
Aberdeen) the covering caughtand it wasa 
littie while before it could be loosened from 
the shoulder. 

“The soldiers presented arms and the 
pipes played as we gazed on the dear, noble 
ligure of my beloved one, who used to be 
with us here in the prime of beauty, good- 
ness and strength. 

“Then Dr. bertson ‘stepped forward 
and made a very pretty little speech in the 
name of the servants and tenants, thanking 
me for the gift of the statue. He spoke re- 
markably well. This was followed by the 


soldiers firing &@ feu de joie; then ail cheered 
and the whole conciuded by ‘God Save the 
Queen,’ being sung extremely well.” : 


A HOUSE-WARBMING DESCRIBED, 
Here is an account of the first visit to Glas-

Five animated reels were danced, in which 
all but myself joined. After the first reel 
“whisky-toddy” was brought rouud for ev- 
ery one, and Brown begged 1 would drink 
to the “‘tire-kindling.”” Then Grant made a 
little speech, with an allusion to the wild 
place we were in, and concluding with a wish 
“that our Reyal Mistress, our good Queen,”’ 
should “‘live long.” This wes followed 
by cheers given out by Ross in reg- 
ular Highland style, and all drank my 
health. ‘the merry pretty little ball ended 
ati11:15. The men, however, went on sing- 
ing in the stewart’s room for some time, and 
all were very happy, but I heard nothing, as 
the little passage near my bed-room shuts | 
everything off.

A PASTORAT SCENE. 
Of the ceremony of “Juicing the Sheep”

_ THE TROSSACHS DESCRIBED. 

_While visiting the Trossachs the Queen 
gives us this glimpse of her daily lite. It 
will be observed that the servants were at 
no time overlooked: 

_ “Thad a really very fair night, and on get- 
ting up found I could walk much better, for 
which I was most thankful. I went down to 
breakfast as usual. Received again letters 
from dear Arthur and Col. Elphinstone 
with excellent and favorable accounts of 
the good his presevee had already done. At 
11:30 drove with Louise and Beatrice up the 
Pass of Leny as far as the commencement of 
Loch Lubnaig, intending to sketch, but it 
was too late. We met first two large coaches 
covered with — on the narrowest part 
of the bridge gvifg to Kilmahog, and then 
endless droves of wild-looking, and, for the 
most part, extremely small, shaggy High- 
land cattle, with their drovers and dogs— 
me wild and picturesque—going to Falkirk 

ryst. They stop for nights on the road— 
we saw some droves grazing on the Jower 
ports of the bills on our way to Loch Earn 
lead, and the drovers get shelter with 
friends in the cottages and villages about. 
Home at 1:30. Pianted twe (very smal!) 
trees in front of the house, asdid Louise and 

Beatrice also. Luncheon as yesterday, only 
with the children. My leg very stiff, so-that 
with per régret I had to give up going to 
Loch Katrine for the last time, which I had 
so much wished. However, I did drive with 
Beatrice as far as the Trossachs Inn and 
back, and got a glimpse of the beautiful 
Trossachs and Loch Achray, with Ben 
Venue rising gloriously above it. I even 
made a siight outline of it, and returned 
quite pleased at this by 7:50, stopping to 
make and take our tea not far from nome, I 
remaining in the carriage. Felt better alto- 
gether, and was able to come to the 
usual dinner, to whieh also Sir W. Jen- 
ner came. Dear Beatrice sat with us 
during part of the dinner, as she had done 
ailmostevery night. Browy (the only upper 
servant in attendance, as (Meech no page), 
who waited on all my meals, and did ali the 
outdoors attendance on me besides, with the 
greatest handiness and cheerfulness and 
alacrity, and the three very good footmen, 
Biake, Caupon and Charlie Thomson (one 
of seven brothers, two ef whom are also in 
my service, and one a gillie at Balmora!), do 
all the waiting at dinner and luncheon. 
George Sharp was always in the dining- 
room, but remained quietiy lying down.” 

A DROWNED CHILD. 

A touching incident in the neighborhood of 
Baimoral is thus narrated by the Queen: 

‘Grown came in soon alter 40’clock,saying 
he had been down at the waterside, for a 
child had fallen into the water, and the 
whole district was out to try and recover it— 
but it must be drowned long before this 
time. 1 was dreadfully shocked. It was 
the child of a man named Rattray, who 
lives at Cairn-na-Craigy, just. above. where 
the hew wood merchant had built a house, 
and quite close to keeperAbercrombie’s house 
frum Monaltrie farm-house in the 
Ata little beiore 5, set oif in the 
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We 
stopped a little way beyond Tynebaich, and 
saw the people wandering along the river- 
side. T'wo women told us that two children 
had fallenin (how terrible!) and that one 
‘had been gotten—the little een’ (as the 
people pronounce ‘one’), but not the eldest. 
(ney were searching everywhere. While we 
were there the old grandmother, Catenach 
by name, who lives at Scutter Hole, came 
running along ina great state- of distress. 
She is Rattray’s mother. We drove on a lit- 
tle way and then turned round. 

We heard from the people that the two 
boys, one of 10 or ll and the other only 3, 
were at Monaltrie Burn, which comes down 
close to the farm-house and below Mrs. Pat- 
terson’s shop, passing under a little bridge 
andrunning into the Dee, This burn is 
but had 
risen toa great height—the Dee itself being 
tremendously high—not a stone to be seen, 
The little child fell in while the eldest was 
fishing ;eéhe other jumped in after him, try- 
ing to save his !ittie brother, and befure any 
one could come out to save them (though the 
screams of Abercrembie’s children, who 
were with them, were heard) they were 
carried away and swept by the violence of 
the current into the Dee and carried along. 
Tvo dreadful! It seems, from what I heard 
coming back, that the poor mother Was 
away from home, having gone to see her own 


mother who was dying, and that she pur-! 


posely kept the eldest boy _bacx from school 
to watch the littie one. We drove back and 
up to Mrs. Grant’s, where we took tea, and 
then walked up along the river side, and 
heard that nothing had been found and that 
the boat bad gone back; but as we ap- 
proached nearer to the castle we saw people 
on the banks and rocks with sticks search- 
ing. Amongst them was the poor father—a 
sad and piteous sight—crying and looking so 
anxiously for his poor child’s body, : 

“Drove up to the Bush to warn Mrs. Will- 
iam Brown never to let dear little Albert 
run about alone or near to the burn, of the 
danger of which she was quite aware, She 
saiu her husband William had started off 
early at 3 this morning. Some people went 
down to Abergeldie and as far as the Gir- 
noch to search, and others were up and De- 
low the castle, no word of the poor child 
being found. Ali were to start early to 
search.” 

A SKETCH OF HOLYROOD PALACE. 

A visit to Holyrood Palace, Edinburgh, is 
her Majesty in good, old- 
fashioned guide-book style, though she 
seems to have been but little impressed with 
the historical surroundings: 

“It was adull, gloomy, heavy morning, 
but a great many people were out, and all 
most enthusiastie, reminding me forcibly 
and sadly of former days. We had anescort 
of the Scots Greys. We drove up to the door 
of the old, gloomy, but historical palace of 
Hulyrood, where a guard of honor with 4 
band of the Ninety-third Highlanders were 
stationed in the quadrangle of the court. 
We got out, walked up the usual stairs and 
passed through two of the large gloomy 
rooms we used to occupy, and then went 
past some passages up another aud 
very deep staircase to the se-called ‘Argyll- 
rooms,’’ which have been arranged for me, 
with very pretty light paper, chintz and 
carpets (chosen by Louise). There is @ 
suite, beginning with a dining-room (the 
least cheerful) at the farthest end, and on 
my sitting-room, a large and most cheerfu 
room, the nicest of all, with very light 
paper; next to this the bedroom, almost 
too large a room, and out of this the 
dressing-room. All open one out of the 
other, and have, except the dining-room, the 
same pretty carpets and chintzes (red geran- 
jums On a White ground).

about the fine old chapel with its beautiful 
window andits tombstones and then went 
in—Beatrice ana I with Brown, who was 
much interested by all—conducted by the 
keeper, an intelligent, sensible man called 
Anderson, and visited the rooms of Queen 
Mary, beginning with the Hamilton apart- 
ments,which were Lord Darnley’s rooms,and 
going up the old stair-case to Queen Mary’s 
chamber. In Lord Darnley’s rooms there 
are some fine old tapestry and interesting 
Sang of the Royal family, and of the 

ukes and Duchesses of Hamilton. There 
are some other curious old pictures in this 
room. 

**‘We saw the small secret staircase which 
led up in the turret to Queen Mary’s bed- 
room, and we went up anotber dark oid 
winding staircase at the top of which 
poor Rizzio. was so_ horribly mur- 
dered—wiose biood is still supposed to stain 
the floor. Weentered the Presence Cham- 
ber, the ceiling of which, in pane- 
ls, is from the time of ueen 
Mary, and contains her mother’s and her 
own initials and arms as Dauphine of 
France and Queen of Seotiand, with Darn- 
ley’s initials. Here isthe bed provided for 
Charles l. when he came to Holyrood to be 
crowued King of Scotland. Thence we were 
shown into poor Queen Mary’s bed-room, 
where are the faded old bed she used, the 
baby basket sent her by Queen Elizabeth 
when King James lL. was born and her 
work-box, all hung with old tapestry, and 
the two little turret rooms—the one where 
she was supping when poor Rizzio was mur- 
dered, the other her dressing-room. Bits of 
the old tapestry which covered the walls at 
the time age hung up in frames in the rooms. 
Beatrice if immensely interested by all she 
sees and deliznted with everything.” 

THE QUARTERS OF A QUEEN. 

While on this visit to Dunrobin Castle her 
Majesty took pains to describe her quarters 
as tollows: 

“The Duchess took me to my rooms, which 
had been purposely arranged, and hand- 
somely furnished by the dear late Duke and 
Duchess tor us both, and consist of a sitting- 
room next to the drawing room, with a little 
turret communicating by a small passage 
with the dressing-room, which opens into 
the bed-room and another room, which is my 
inaids’ room, and was intended for dearest 
Albert’s dressing-room. 1 went to see 
Beatrice’s room, which is close by down 
three steps in the same passage. Fraulin 
and Rauer and Morgan, herdresser, are near 
her. Brown lives just opposite in the room 
intended for Albert’s valet. It was former- 
ly the prison. 

“I will now describe my rooms. They are 
very high; the bed-room is the largest and 
very handsome, with a beautiful bed with 
white and gold flowers and doves at each 
corner (just like one at Clieveden), with Iight 
blue furniture, and gold and white 
around the cornice of the ceiling; pale biue 
and white panels; blue satin spangled with 
yellow leaves (which look just like gold) on 
tiie Walls, and furniture and carpet to match. 
The dresstng-room the same, but pale blue 
and pink silk fluted on the walls. The sit- 
ting-room pale sea-green satin, with the 
ciphers of the late Duke and Duchess and 
their daugiters on the ceiling. The furni- 
ture of light wood, and the sofas, chairs, 
tables, etc.,, remind me greatly of Clieveden 
and Stafford House. ‘The littie boudoir has 
a small domed ceiling, spangled with golden 
stars, and the same furniture. There are 
some presty pictures in the sitting-room and 
prints in the other rooms. At 9:30 we 
breakfasted in the sitting-room, and seon 
after saw the Duchess. At 10:40 1 walked 
out with the Duchess and Beatrice to the 
steps, of which there are several flights, 


leading down tothe garden, which is very 


pretty, and where there are fountains, and 
Irom here straight ontothe sea, which is 
closer to the house, by half a mile | should 
say, than at Osborne. We walked along 
here, and then up and into the pretty byre 
for Ayrshire cows, and alittle farther on to 
the dairy, a very nice, cool round one. The 
Duchess told Brown to open the sitting-room 
and we found it oceeupied by a policeman in 
bed, which we were not all prepared for, and 
which caused much amusement.”’ 


HER FAVORITE DOG COMPLIMENTED. 

While at Inverlochy Her Majesty visited 
Beu Nevis, of which she gives the following 
account, along with some pleasant references 
to her favorite dog: 

“We drove up for four miles along the 
Nevis, a fine rapid burn rolling over large 
stones and almost forming cascades in one 
or two places, under fine trees with very 
steep green hills rising on either side, and 
close under and along the base of Ben Nevis, 
which rose like a giant aboveus. It was 
splendid! Straight before us the glen seem- 
ed to close; halfway up we came to a large 
farm, the drive to which is under an avenue 
of ash trevs. Butthere is no other habita- 
tion beyond this of any kind, and 
soon after the trees become fewer and 
fewer, though still a good many grow 
at the burnside and up the gullies of 
the hills, Sheep were grazing at a 
great height. The road became so rough and 
bad that we got out and walked almost a 
mile, but could go no farther. We were de- 
lighted with the solemn solitude and grand- 
eur of Glen Nevis; it is almost finer than 
Glencoe. There was no one when we first 
entered the glen, but as we walked back we 
met several people coming out tolook. After 
getting into the carriage again I stoppeda 
little to take a rough sketch. 

“The farm belongs to Mrs, Camp bell of 
Monzie, only daughter of the late Sir Dun- 
can Cameron of Fassifen, who owns a good 
deal of Ben Nevis. Every hill has a name, 
but I cannot remember them, though I have 
them written down ei the keeper at Inver- 
lochy, As it was still too early to go home, 
we drove as far as the Fort and turned back, 
coming in at 7:15. Writing. The post comes 
in at a most inconvenient hour, a little past 
eight. Dinner as usual. My favorite collie 
Noble is always down stairs when we take 
our meals, and was so good, brown making 
him lieona chairor couch, and he never 
attempted to come down wthout permission, 
and even held a piece of cake in his mouth 
without eatingit till told he might. He is 
the most ‘biddable’ dog I ever saw, and so 
atfectionate and kind: if he thinks you are 
not pleased with him, he puts out his paws 
and begs in such an affectionate way.’”

OLD MR. BROWN’S FUNERAL. 

After her return from her visit to the 
Duke of Argyll in October, 1875, the Queen 
attended the funeral of the father of her 
faithful gillie, which she thus describes: 

“Much grieved at its being a worse day 
than ever for the funeral of Brown’s father! 
which sad ceremonny was to take place to- 
day. Therain is hopéless—the ninth day, 
Quite unheard of! saw g Brown a 
moment before breakfast; he was low and 
sad, and then going off to Micras. At 11:40 
drove with Beatrice and Jane Ely to Micras.

St. Louis speculators in wheat are still 
badly tangled up so far as regards their own 
market. The fact that the stock here is 
steadily though slowly decreasing, as the 
stocks of all winter wheat markets are, that 
receipts are not coming in large enough trom 
the country to make up for this decrease, 
and that the new crop has yet to pass 
‘through its critical stage, with the harvest 
yet twelve weeks off, holds the bears in 

ss 

check and prevents their selling. The 
strength in this market has been truly solid. 
The close ef ‘Thursday evening in Chicago 
was fully one cent lower for May than last 
Saturday, while the same option in this mar- 
ket was about a half cent higher than that 
day. But mostoi the winter wheat mar- 
kets have been remarkably well sus- 
tained when compared with the 
spring wheat markets. New York, for 
instance, loses but slightly in value, and on 
top of this are rumorsofa “corner” in March 
and probably in May wheat in that market. 
New York is rather dangerous to shorts just 
now, for her own stock will hardly come up- 
on the market, and if Toledo should beso 
foolish-as to,ship her No. 2 winter wheat 
there she would probably find the New York 
inspectors grading itas No.2 Turkey. As 
such, of course, it would be inadmissable on 
contract. But next comes Chicago with her 
stock of 12,000,000 bushels, sont¥ of which 
has been in her elevators for years, anda 
good deal of which will probably in the 
spring ve found out of condition, That is 
the Mecea to which the bears’ eyes turn.

Redmond, Cleary & Co. are 
probabiy the largest actual shippers of 
grain, they bringing to this market a large 
proportion of the receipis, ‘The inspections 
of grain for Cleary & Co. last mouth were 
about 1,100 cars. Following this Louse 
Closely in receipts were the Cuiver Comwis- 
sion Co., Grier Bros., Doling & Langenberg 
and Biock, Dean & Co. This prominence is 
given these firms for the reason that they 
juliy deserve it.

A Lively Race With an Avalanche, 
From the London (Mono Co.) Index. 

On Friday, February 16, Charley J ardine 
of Lundy, Mono County, started from that 
piace on snow-shoes for Tioga, to return to 
Lundy on the following day. What, with 
constant practicein the races and a round 
trip to Bedie, from which he returned the 


evening before, he was iu good condition to 


undertake the arduous journey, besides be- 
ivg an expert on snow-shoes. Arriving at 
the foot of the wash-up which the Tioga trail 
winds out from Lake ‘anyon, he found that 
successive slides had piled the snow up toa 


depth of from eighty to 100 feet, and packed 


it almost to the consistency of a os. Up 
this he struggled all day,only to find himselli, 
just before dark, on top of a bald ridge, 12,- 
600 fet high, in the midst of a blinding storm 
of snow, through which he could not see the 
shoes beneath his feet, and of wind against 
the fury of which no man could stand. 
He turned back; it was his only safety. 
He dropped down the wash (one mile anda 
half) in about three minutes, and reached 
Esh’s cabin, where iie spent the night. Next 
day (Saturday) he started down t% Lundy, 
Mike Noonan followingintherear. Jardine 
started straight down the uld tramway from 
Lake to Mill Creek Canyon—~a descent of 900 
feet (vertically) and se précipitous that a 
man can scarcely stick to the face of the 
ground whenitis bare outside the zigzag 
geaded trail.. His weight soon started a 
snowslide, and Noonan, on the brink above, 
waited anxiously for some time to see him 
“turn up.” When the slide had dashed 
down the steep about 400 feet, Jardine 
whipped out from a littie clump of trees on 
the side and went plunging down the mount- 
ain on his snow-shoes after it, Hearing the 
avalanche thundering above him, Jardine 
had lifted his brake, dropped 300 feet, and 
thus opened a gap between himself and his 
pursuer sufficient to enable him to cut across 
its track and switch off into the timber.

His Deserted Wife’s Version of His 


Strange Career. 
From the Sau Francisco Chronicle. 
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Whether the eccentricities of Salmi Morse, 
or Samuel Moss, as his name really was, 
were but the weaknesses of a great literary 
genius or only a crank’s mania, time alone 
can clear away. His remarkable career, as 
told by himself, and the more ordinary char- 
acter given him by the woman who married 
him in this city twenty-five years ago, sup- 
port either theory. This lady, said to be the 
victim of his caprice, was found yesterday 
in an obscure corner of the town, where she 
conducts one of those retail shops for the 
sale of taffy, slate pencils, and other juvenile 
supplies that are uniformly dignified in 
these parts with the sign “bakery.” Mrs. 
Morse, pointing to files of letters and heaps 
of newspaper clippings on the table, said ta 
a deprecating sort of way:  . 

‘T was expecting something of thsi sort 
and there are many documents. But what 
good will it do to show them. It is ne satis- 
faction to me. He has no property, in a fight 
for which they might cut a figure.” 

It was evident that with a woman’s whim 
she had changed her mind and did not care to 
talk. Just thenthe bird which had beon toy- 
ing with the woman’s ear and plucking at 
her bangs, descended from his lookout, and 
by some sort of instinct, mastering the situa- 
tion gravely, tendered the reporter a slip cut 
from the New York WorLb. The discarded 
wife immediately became communicati ve. 
“The last dispatches intimate,”’ she said, 
‘that he (Morse) did not commit suieide, but 
was killed for the valuables on his person; 
for a talisman or watch charm he had. I 
know all about that; but first let me tell 
you whofshot him. Here are his adventures 
as told by himself to the WORLD reporter: 

***Tam an Englishman and was born in 
the City of Norwich. My father was 
of excellent family, our people having 
been lead:ng Euglishmen for a thousand 
years. My father was a professor in Ox- 
ford University and | was partiy educated 
there and partly in Heidelberg, Germany, 
When I was very young, like most English- 
men of good family, | was sent abroad to 
travel. In that way I came to this coun- 
try a great many yearsago. After staying 
in New York some time [ went to San Fran- 
cisco, where 1 did a great business as a 
banker. ‘There was a tremendous fire in San 
Francisco, and | was ruined in consequence. 
But I was so popular, they thought so much 
of me asa financier, that 1 was offered ali the 
berths I needed ina ship going to Australia. 

‘Then the interview goes on to say,’ she 
said, ‘that while in Australia, after almost 
incredible business enterprises, he inherited 
acomuission in the British army. That 
took him to the Crimean war. Now, the 
truth is that he was bornoin Prussia of Jew- 
ish parents. ‘The family is well known to 
the Hebrews of New York. The nearest 
he ever was to Crimea was when he was a 
clerk tomy father in Constantinople. . He 
never was nearer to the Holy Land of which 
he so often used to prate, than Smyrna. | 
first met him in London at my father’s 
house. He induced my brother, Robert Jay, 
to come to California, in 1858, and with my 
brother’s money he bought the ranch in 
Mendocino County, on which he afterward 
lived from 1859 to 1864 or 1865. We were 
married by the then Rev. Bishop Jesse Peck, 
of the Powell Street Methodist Church, in 
the tenement house that you will perhaps re- 
member stood on Jackson street, somewhere 
about Kearny. Now, as to that talisman— 
aud I think my story of it will dissipate any 
theory of a killing forit. Uere’s what the 
paper says about It: 

‘***] was in the great battles of the Crimea, 
said the author of *““The Passion Play,” and 
I distinguished myself so much that the Sul- 
tan of ‘lurkey bestowed upon me the Order 
of the Medjidi. I am one of only three 
Europeans entitled.to wear that order. Here 
itis. (He showed the reporter what looked 
like the lens ofa pair of eye-glasses, sur- 
rounded with paste diamonds.) There goes 


_with this a diamond crescent, but I do not 


usually wear it.’ 

“Now, the factis,” said Mrs. Morse, “that 
this talisman he there tells about was only a 
puor bauble of a locket that 1 got from my 
grandmother.” 

Taking advantage of a call made by a cus- 
tomer outside, the reporter looked at the let- 
ters on the table. Ope of them was from 
Lewis Moss, a brother of Salmi, then living 
in New York, dated 1875, and addressed to 
the now noted dramatistat Monte Christo, 
San Domingo. 

“How did he get there?” asked the repor- 
ter of Mrs. Morse on her return. 

“Let me tell you first how he came away 
from there,’”’ was the reply. ‘‘See this ad- 
vertisement: 

‘Samuel Moss and his wife, a lady said to 
be from Leeds, England, who occupied lands 
in Mendocine County from 1859 to 1864-5, will 
hear of something to their advantage by ad- 
dressing Juhn J. Haley, railroad office, 
Fourth and Townsend streets.’ 

“This is what brought him back here. 
That was my land, and he squandered that 
in mining property with a man named Blu- 
menberg, who is: dead now—the same one 
who used to be at the corner of Pine and 
Sansome streets. He left me destitute, but 
| followed him here after suffering terrible 
hardships in that tropical country, and sued 
the purchaser from him, but I lost it in the 
Supreme Court. Corroborative of this was 
a@ newspaper scrap of date witlr the decision, 
detailing these very circumstances. 

“Now, as to the rest of his story in the 
WoRLD,”’ Mrs. Morse weut on to say, “after 
he tells about taking a Russian General pris- 
oner, and getting three swords from the Sul- 
tan, that be afterward made into razors on 
account of the quality of the steel, he says: 

« ‘After this Charles Dickens engaged me 
to travel through the Holy Land with him. 

“He never saw Charies Dickens in his life. 
The closest relation he ever had with him 
was holding Dickens’ autograph ia his hand. 
‘hen he says that he became a monk at 
Jerusalem for the purpose of studying the 
Syriac and Hebrew traditions. Why, at that 
very time he was fiving with me on the 
rauch. Then he says that while he was in 
san Domingo he had such stupendous influ- 
ence that he stopped an army of 8,000 men 
on the march and turned homeward an in- 
surrectionary force. Why, he’d have been 
shot if 1 hadn’t been an English woman and 
kept that flag hanging over ea door-sill. As 
for bis influence, he went with a surveying 
party commanded by Prof. Gabbs at the 
time President Grant wanted to annex Santo 

omingo. 
wow comes a part whose exaggerations 
you will yourself appreciate. It says: 

‘I then went back to San Francisco, where 
I was received with open arms by the entire 
population. Some of my eee friends

“Now read the rest of the WortD inter- 
view yourself, and you can see what a mag- 
mifi@ent but unreliable imagination Mr.

“ ‘By the way, I forgot to tell you that s0 
profoundly was I venerated Santo Dom- 
ingo ye tes birthday was deciared a na- 
tional holiday. It remains so even now. On 
my birthday all the littie children in Santo 
Domingo get together in the various. towns 
and villages and contribute handfuls of to- 
bacco. li this tobacco is made up into a 
bale, aud the bales forwarded to me as 4& 
birthday present. I keep myself and my 
friends in smoking material all the year

“ ‘It was about this time that 1 was one of

The Treasury Department has just issued a 
statement giving in detail the exports 4nd im- 
ports during the year 1883. It shows the exports 
lo have been 000,000, against $750,000.000 in 
1882, aud the imports $687,000,000 in 1883, against 
$752,000,000 in 1882. This is a decrease of $65,000,- 
000 in money paid out for imports and an increase 
of $27,000,000 in money received for exports, a net 
gain of nearly $100,000,000 as compared with our 
foreign commerce of last year. The imports of 
coffee were 525,000,000 pouads, an average of ten 
pounds per lead, against 506,000,000 pounds the 
preceding year. The importation of sugar in- 
creased slightly, the amount imported in 1883 be- 
ing 2,225,000,000 pounds, or something over forty 
pounds per head for each individual in the coun- 
try, against a trifle over 2,000,000,000 pounds in 
the preceding year.
